The story of Ward, Nevada began in 
March of 1872 when teansters hauling 
freight from Toano to Pioche dis- 
covered a rich outcrop of silver near 
ward gulch. The claim was promptly 
staked, and named the Paymaster, it 
later vroved to be the richest claim 

in the district. Development was slow 
at first, but by 1875 twi smelters were 
in operation and the lure of wealth 
soundecs the call to Ward. 1876 was 

the beginning of the boom and by the 
fall of that year a school district 

had been formed, and the first newspaper 
The Ward Miner, began publication. 


By 1877 Ward was big enough to get 

a Post Office. A new 20 stamp mill with 
with three furnaces was built and 
connected to the area mines by tram 

at a cost of $85,000. Two breweries 
kept th- town in good spir ts. 


 JFaternal orders were charted, a fire 

‘acacia established, a city hall 
built, and Ward's second newspaper, 
The Reflex, printed that year. 


In 1878 Ward was the largest town in 
White Pine County, and it's 680 
registered voteres controlled county 
elections. 


For all it's prosperity, Ward remained 
a peaceful camp. Although it had no 
sherrif or other peace officer, it 

did have an active vigilante force. 
When a drunken drifter shot and killed 
a local merchant, he was promptly 
taken to the nearest tree and hanged. 


Prosperous times continued on into the 
early 1880's, but like all mining 
camps, one day the bubble burst. Over 
one third of the town was destroyed by 
fire in the summer of 1883, and tne 
town never recovered. Many of the 
businesses left for the town of Taylor. 
By 1887 even the Post Office was gone. 


@ 0 aey a cemetary and rock foundations 
mark the site where the town once stood. 
Three miles south of Ward six coke ovens 
built in 1876 have been preserved as a 
state historical monument. 3 


WARD & TAYLOR NEVADA 


Initial discoveries at Taylor had been 
made in 1873 and mining was began soon 
after, Production was not spectacular 
at first, but in 1880 rich veins of 
silver were uncovered. Taylor remained 
a small town until 1883 when the towns 
of Cherry Creek and Ward began to decline, 
Many of the buildings that made up 
Taylor's business district were moved 
there from these two towns. Almost 
overnight Taylor boasted several saloons, 
Merchantiles, and faternal orders, along 
with a Wells Fargo office, a school, 
three mills, and a new opera house. 
Several hundred people called Taylor 
home. Aparently the vigilanties from 
Ward had moved to Taylor, as it was 
known as a peaceful camp. A brass 

band was organized in Taylor, and along 
with various traveling shows, entertained 
at the opera house. 


The end came to Taylor in 1886 when 
declining metal prices forced the close 


ure of several of the mines. By 

the end of 1889 the town was 
compleatly deserted, the population 
for the most part had left for 
greener pastures in Ely. The last 
two operating mines the Argus and 
the Monitor, also closed that year. 
From 1873 to 1889 over three million 
is silver had been produced. 


Today sagebrurh grows in the once 
busy streets of Taylor. The few 
visitors that come search for 
relics of the past. Please join 
us when we visit the towns of 
Ward and Taylor, Nevada in June.

‘THE RUSH VALLEY MINING DISTRICT

Got a day where you wouls like to get 
out of town to do some exploring and a 
little metal detecting? Well just take 
a look to the ewst side of the valley, 
tge ither side of thoes mountains 

are only 40 minutes away. Right now 
you can get to most all the ghost 

towns in the area, 


West Dip, at the mouth of Mercur 
Canyon, is a good place to start. 

I have been there several times al- 
ready this year and managed to recover 
part of an old pistol, an 1899 Barber 
dime, and a token from the San Pedro 
Club (Harry Campbell believes that this 
was located in Ophir, Utah.) 


Ophir is just north of West Dip, up 

a narrow canyon. There are many old 
buildings in Ophir, still standing 
after 100 years. The town is small and 
quiet, a nice place to take a hike, and 
a few snapshots. I did do some detect- 
ing lower in the canyon, below the main 
part of town, but failed to turn up any- 
thing. If you care to ask some of the 
property owners, you may be able to do 
some detecting in the townsite. 


Mercur is another popular townsite, 

that most of us would have liked to visit, 
in Rush Valley. I am sure there is still 
treasure to be found in Mercur, Unfortun- 
atly, all you can do is look. During 

the summer months tours are available, and 
the small museum is open. It is fun to 
take a look at some of the items that 

the minning operation has uncovered. 

Last time that we visited, they had 

found an old safe in one of the mine 
shafts. I am curious as to what they 
found inside when they opened it up. 


These are a few of many sites in Rush 
Valley worthy of a visit. The best 

thing about going is that the trip orly 
takes a few minutes, and a little fuel, a 
and your chances of returning home with 
nice finds are terrific.
